ATLANTIC CITY (UPI) - 
The nuclear test ban treaty, 
the speaker was saying, was 
“the greatest victory for man­ 
kind in our time.” 
And, he continued, the man 
who brought it off was ‘‘our be­ 
loved President John F. Kenne­ 
dy.” 
This evocation of the mem­ 


ory of the young man who died 
nine months and three days ago 
in Dallas, Tex., triggered the 
first massive outburst of emo­ 
tion at this 34th national con­ 
vention of the Democratic par­ 
ty. 
The hall in which the conven­ 
tion is being held is the world's 
biggest. It was jammed. More 


than 19,000 persons were sitting 
or standing out there in front 
of the speaker. 
It took his words, traveling at 
the pedestrian speed of sound, 
longer to reach listeners in the 
back arena than it did for them 
to arrive via speed-oi-light tele­ 
vision in American homes thou­ 
sands of miles away. 


The reaction here was wave­ 
like. The roar of applause built 
up until it seemed to beat upon 
the walls and roll back again. 
The sound slackened and then 
rose again. A delegate jumped 


to his feet, another followed, 
and in a matter of seconds, the 
entire throng was standing and 
cheering.

Demo Keynoter Assails Barry, 
Says ‘Trojan Horse Program 


ATLANTIC CITY (UPI)—Sen. 
John

Pastore called 
the 
Democrats to battle 
Monday 
night with an attack on Repub­ 
lican presidential nominee Bar­ 
ry M. Coldwater as a candidate 
with a ‘‘Trojan Horse” pro­ 
gram. 
In an outburst of old-fash­ 
ioned political oratory the di­ 
minutive Rhode Island senator 
served up a mixture of scorn 
and praise in a 36-minute key­ 
note speech to the 34th Demo­ 
cratic National Convention. 
The Democrats loved every 
word. They interrupted with ap 
plause 53 times. 
Pastore said the Republicans 
and their candidates were cap­ 
tives of reactionaries and ex­ 
tremists who offered the voters 
something akin to fanaticism 
while the Democrats offered ex­ 
perience and responsibility. 
‘‘And now they profess to of­ 
fer a clear choice to the Ameri­ 
can people,” he cried. 
“Oh, 
what a Trojan Horse!” 
Pastore said the nation’s elec­ 
torate would respond in Novem­ 
ber by echoing the late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy’s call: “I 
need you, Lyndon Johnson.” 
The Democratic keynoter re­ 
served his sharpest attack for 
extremists whom he described 
as “a sinister element” in po­ 
litical life. 
“ Six weeks ago, despite the 
efforts of responsible members 
of the opposition, reactionaries 
and extremists captured the Re­ 
publican party — lock — stock 
—and barrel. And it captured 
their candidates too,” Pastore 
declared. 
“No matter how much the 
factions within the Republican 
party stumble over one another

Civil Rights 
Unity Sought 
In Platform 


ATLANTIC CITY (UPI) - 
Democrats sought to counter 
both the “white backlash” and 
a Southern Republican drift to­ 
day with a unity platform link­ 
ing equal rights to equal re­ 
sponsibility and assailing law­ 
lessness for whatever reason. 
In a slap at Sen. Barry Cold­ 
water 
they 
condemned 
“ex­ 
tremism” 
whether 
of 
right 
or left, and said it was “ mis­ 
guided zeal and twisted logic” 
that led to President John F. 
Kennedy’s death. 
For the first time in two 
decades, platform d r a f t e r s 
were 
able 
to 
lay 
before 
the party’s national convention 
—for certain endorsement to­ 
night — a civil rights plank 
both 
North 
and 
South 
had 
agreed to accept. 
“ We affirm our belief that 
lawless disregard for the rights 
of others is wrong — whether 
used to deny equal rights or to 
obtain equal rights,” the Demo­ 
crats said. “We cannot and will 
not tolerate lawlessness. 
We 
can and will seek to elim­ 
inate its economic and social 
causes.” 
Unlike Republicans at their 
convention in San Francisco in 
July, the Democrats specifical­ 
ly endorsed the new civil rights 
law, calling it the “greatest” 
ever enacted,” and called for 
its “full observance” by every 
American and promised "fair, 
effective” federal enforcement 
if local enforcement is lacking 
That was the unity formula 
proposed by Southern party loy­ 
alists 
who urged 
against 
a 
threat of federal action except 
as a last resort in case of de­ 
fault by local authorities in 
safeguarding minority rights.

Some years ago John Gerber 
of Houston devised a four-club 
convention which asked for ai ces 
in the same manner that Black­ 
wood four no-trump did. 
This convention has never 
achieved wide acceptance except 
that most expert players like to 
use certain four no-trump calls 
as strong bids in no-trump and 
under such circumstances they 
want to use four clubs as the 
ace request. 
One spot in particular is when 
your partner has opened one no- 
trump. If you have a balanced 
hand with 16 points you want 
to invite a slam. If partner has 
a 17-point no-trump you want to 
be in six. If he has only 15 points 
or a bad 16 you don’t want to 
get past four no-trump. 
North and South each hold 16 
points and 4-S-3-3 distribution. 
It doesn’t matter which partner 
opens one no-trump, the other 
will be interested in a slam. If 
they play all four no-trump bids 
as Blackwood, there is no way 
to invite a slam. Responder must 
either bid a slam or settle for 
game. 
If they play four no-trump as 
a strong no-trump raise either 
partner can raise to four where­ 
upon the opening bidder will 
pass. 
Four no-trump makes easily, 
but good defense will stop five 
no-trump and there is no play 
at all for six no-trump, so that 
North and South can’t afford to 
get past that four level.

Curtin Notes 


Meat Vote 


U. S. Rep. Willard S. Curtin 
of the 8th (Bucks-Lehigh) Dis­ 
trict today advised his opponent 
to “check the facts before reach­ 
ing for headlines.” 
Curtin was referring to a 
statement by Democrat Ralph 
Samuel calling on the Congress­ 
man to take a stand on a bill 
that would curb imports of meat 
into this country. 
“If my opponent had more 
than a superficial knowledge of 
what’s going on in Washington, 
he would have not made the 
mistake of putting out a release 
that was printed several days 
after a vote had already been 
recorded in Congress on the 
meat imports question,” Curtin 
said. 
“The truth of the matter is 
that I voted against this bill — 
which is what he advocated — 
two days before his release hit 
the newspapers. 
He might also be interested 
to know that this bill to which 
he took such exception was 
pushed by the Democratic ma­ 
jority, and passed over my ad 
verse vote and that of other 
members who are really inter­ 
ested in curbing rising prices. 
“Apparently he was ignorant 
or unaware of all this. The very 
majority with which he seeks to 
join is responsible for killing 
legislation that would have con 
trolled rising meat prices. It was 
the Texas cattlemen’s lobby and 
big Midwest interest that were 
responsible for passage of this 
bill over our objections. 
Curtin was referring to H R. 
1839 which proposed to amend 
the Tariff Act of 1930 to provide 
import quotas on certain meat 
and meat products — particu­ 
larly beef, veal and mutton. 
Those opposing the quotas ar­ 
gued that the effect was to raise 
the price of meat to housewives 
and modest income families. 
“The supporters of the quota 
argued that controls are needed 
to back up U. S. trade relations 
with foreign nations and current 
talks going on in Geneva. The 
results will be higher prices lo 
the American consumer,” Curtin 
said.

NEW YORK (U P I)—Quick 
now. 
women 
voters. 
What 
event in U.S. 
history 
does 
Aug. 26, 1920, mark? 
Answer: The day and the 
year women obtained the right 
to vote, via the 19th Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution. 
Tomorrow is the 44th anni­ 
versary of that event, 
but 
women 
had 
made 
consid­ 
erable progress in suffrage 
even before. Nearly half a 
century 
ago, 
however, few 
would have talked of the pos­ 
sibility of a woman one day 
being president. Now, with fe­ 
male voices heard increasing­ 
ly in high offices throughout 
the land, a woman president 
is a definite possibility for the 
future, although Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith, (R. -Me. ) failed 
in her bid this year. 
Women 
have 
become 
so 
powerful a force in politics 
that no office seeker in his 
right 
mind 
ignores 
them. 
President Johnson, as savvy 
a politician as they come, has 
named a number to high posts 
in Washington 
and to am­ 
bassadorships. 
And both national parties 
will be wooing the vote of 59.4 
million females in this yearns 
general election. That total is 
the estimate the Republican 
national committee gives of 
the number of women eligible 
to vote in November. 
With women outnumbering 
the men by some 3.75 million 
today, the feminine vote could 
determine who will occupy the 
White House for the next four 
years. 
Actually, some states grant­ 
ed women suffrage long be­ 
fore the 19th Amendment. 
Encyclopedia Americana re­ 
ports that women of 30 states 
already were voting in na­ 
tional elections by 1920. State 
suffrage bills 
by then had 
given women the right to vote 
for 330 of the then 531 presi­ 
dential electors, for 60 of the 
nation’s senators and for 154 
of its representatives. 
Women 
property 
owners 
were voting in Massachusetts 
as early as 1691, says the en­ 
cyclopedia. But they lost the

vote in 1780. 
In New Jersey, women won 
the right to vote as early as 
1790 when a revision of state 
electoral laws used the words 
‘‘he or she” . The gals con­ 
tinued to vote until 1807 when 
the legislators — cads a ll- 
limited suffrage to men. 
For women who wanted to 
vote before the 19th Amend­ 
ment, the smart advice might 
have been ‘‘Go West, young 
woman.” Reason: 
Many 
of 
the Western states granted 
suffrage to women earlier. 
The parade was led by the 
territorial legislatures of Wyo­ 
ming in 1869, 
followed by 
Utah in 1870. Colorado and 
Idaho extended suffrage to 
women in the 1890’s and dur­ 
ing the early part of the 1900’s 
most of the other Western 
states followed suit. 
There 
were 
many 
hardy 
heroines of the suffrage move­ 
ment. 
Frances Wright, a y o u n g 
Scotswoman who came to the 
United States in 1826, was the 
first to wage a concerted pub­ 
lic campaign, say the encyclo­ 
pedia researchers. Ernestine 
Rose, at the politically tender 
age of 27, addressed the New 
York State Legislature de­ 
manding suffrage. 
Barnard College, New York 
City’s first women’s college, 
has assembled an exhibit call­ 
ed “ Women in Politics,” as 
part of its 75th anniversary 
to be observed in October. The 
exhibit currently on national 
tour by the League of Women 
Voters, mentions these other 
pioneers — Mrs. Harriet Stan­ 
ton Blatch, Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, Elizabeth Cady Stanton, 
Alice Paul who founded the 
National Woman’s Party, and 
of course, Susan B, Anthony. 
Women have traveled so far 
since the first woman was 
elected to congress in 1916 
that today news of another 
“ first” for them politically 
hardly causes a rustle. 
Except, that is, when a wo­ 
man senator from Maine en­ 
ters a presidential race. 
Be patient, 
Mrs. 
Smith. 
When Susan B. Anthony or­ 
ganized a National Woman Suf­ 
frage Association in 1869, the 
. intent was 
to get a 
16th 
Amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion. As it turned out, by the 
time the goal was reached, it 
was the 19th—51 years later!

or laying off their hog-killing 
crews. 
Oren Lee Staley, head of the 
m ilitant 
farm 
group

holding back livestock, 
sheep 
and hogs from market in 23 
states in an effort to force 
higher 
on-the-hoof 
prices 
for 
farmers, said the impact of the 
campaign was “ far greater than 
we had expected.” 
The average price of hogs on
